Travelers should ensure vaccinations are up-to-date

The CDC is urging Americans who plan to travel this summer to be up-to-date on
vaccinations. CDC specifically cites the Olympics in London and the Euro 2012 soccer
cup in Poland and the Ukraine as venues that draw many American travelers and that
could present an increased risk for measles infection. In 2011, England and Wales had
1,086 cases of measles and the Ukraine is currently experiencing a large measles
outbreak. Last year at least 214 cases of measles were imported into the U.S., and
about 30 percent of those cases required hospitalization. Please discuss vaccinations
with patients who have upcoming travel plans.

lowa’s five-year plan for improving the health of the state has been released for public
comment. More than a year in the making, Healthy lowans: lowa’s Health Improvement
Plan 2012-2016, focuses on 39 critical health needs based on input from local public
health partners in all lowa counties and more than 70 public and private sector
organizations. To address the 39 critical needs, more than 60 organizations provided
baseline data and strategies that can be used by a wide variety of partners.
